Who can grasp its full significance? 
Tiadition tells with vague hints o: mysticism 


of such events when mankind v,as in its infancy, while romance has e\ ;r woven its thread through the legends of 
old age. 


From time to time attention is called to people who have reached this extreme age. During the past year tb.irty- 


four persons over one hundred years of age died in Pennsylvania. 
The fullness of life as measured by the proverbial 


threescore years and ten sinks into insignificance beside this wonderful group of centenarians. Tlie youngest Of these 
infants of time was aged one hundred years, one month, nine days: and the oldest, one hundred and fifteen years, 
eleven months, twenty-six days. 


While there is frequently some doubt attached to the statements of the actual age of very old people, according to 


the statement of Commissioner of Health, Samuel G. Dixon, the mortality records filed in the Bureau of Vital Sta- 
tistics of the State Department of Health, in each of these instances seems to be authentic. Twenty-six of the thirty- 
four were females and eight were males. Twenty-eight were white and six were negro. Twenty-four were natiye- 
born and lived their entire lives within the State. 


The message of vital statistics to the people of this day is that the span of human life is growing longer. Modern 


sanitation is gradually removing the dangers wMch beset its pathway. Old age Is more attainable to those who live 
with ooen eyes and near to Nature's precepts.

food into their mouths. It is obvious 
to the most casual observer that_ this 
is an exceedingly uncleanly habit. It 
is likewise a dangerous one. Disease 
breeding bacteria are carried direct- 
ly into the mouths of these children 
in this fashion. This makes it easily 
understood how babies and little 
children often contract consumption 
—tuberculosis. 


No one should eat without first 


washing his hands. The possibility 
of contaminating food by handling 
with dirty fingers is great. 
When 


children are too young to under- 
stand this their mothers or nurses 
should be careful not to permit them 
to eat until their hands are washed.

When oue of these spots was in eui 


bryo—we will call it Eaglebird—its in 
habitants were not naturally rough, 
but they were all men. and men with 
out women will in time degenerate inro 
wild beasts. 
No woman would go to 


Eaglebird because there were no wo- 
men there. 
One or two of the men 


went east at different times to marry a 
sweetheart, but came back alone. When 
the girls learned that Eaglebird was 
exclusively a man town they invaria- 
bly declined to exchange refined sur- 
roundings for a den. 


There was 'a town not far distant 


from Eaglebird that we will call Lady- 
bird. "When the former was settled the 
latter bad been a town for two dec- 
ades. True, the Ladybirdinns had run 
out the Indians, but tbey had all come- 
to the region, men and women togeth- 
er, from Coanecticut. where there was 
a college, and there was not a poorn 
educated person among them. 
But 


Ladybird had not been favorably lo 
cated for trade, and its young me:: 
when grown sought busier fields of la- 
bor, while their sisters remained where 
tbey were." Instead of manufacture's, 
there were libraries, and tbe old folks 
and the girls were very intellectual. 


Eaglebird bad been settled for a land 


speculation. Ten men with money had 
purchased a tract for a. song and se- 
cured others to join them iu settling it 
by offeriug a share in the property. In 
this way some forty men. mostly young 
and all unmarried, were secured as 
emigrants for the enterprise. Tbey 
built a town, but no more men came, 
and owing to the absence of women 
there were uo children. 


O'Brien, wbo was the originator of 


tbe scheme, one day called a meetiir- 
in the town hall, a building 12 by IS 
used principally for poker parties, and 
thus addressed the gathering 


"Gentlemen, if we can't get some wo- 


men for wives we'll have to give up 
this scheme and go somewhere else 
I've a proposition to make. There arc 
more than fifty single women in Lady- 
bird. Efforts have been made to in- 


some of them to marry our fel 


lows, but they have turned up their 
noses at us. What do you say n 
swooping down on 'em and carrying 
"em off'-" 


The idea took like wildfire. 
Xatu 


rally, the youngest men wetv rbe IBOSI 
enthusiastic. Thirty uieu agreed to joii 
the abductors, and no one of them was 
over thirty years old, while the grea 
majority were not twenty-five. This 
looked well for the scheme, for the 
girls they were to run off had nearly 
all been born since the settlement o 
Ladybird and were therefore young. 


The very next day after the proposa 


of the abduction scheme a lady and he 
husband WQO were driving- through thi 
country with a view to establishing an 
emigration scheme stopped at Eagle 
bird and asked for entertainment fo 
tbe night. They were accommodated 
and so long had it been since the men 
had seen a woman that they treatec 
the lady as though she were a queen 
Every man in the town offered to serv 
her. In the evening tbey asked if sh

Mrs. Harrison strongly advised pre- 


paring a portion of Eaglebird for their 
•eception and that they be p:«ced there 
together by themselves. No one should 
be" forced "into marriage; they should 
simply be held until married 
from 


choice or it was evident that they pre- 
ferred to return to Ladybird. 


That they had been fortunate in se 


curing the services and advice of a wo 
man was evident to all. 
Some who 


had believed that the hcheme would be 
the ruin of Eaglebird began to think 
that a number of the girls could be in- 
duced to rem.iin with them as wives 
What snch persons chiefly dreaded wa- 
that the captives would feel outraged 
at their abduction and that most of 
them, taking to flight, would make 
good :in escape. 


Preparations were at once begun for 


the raid in accordance with Mrs. Har 
rison's advice. 
One end of the town 


was set apart for the srirls and beauti 
fled so far as the men could beautify 
it. though, to tell the truth, this con 
«iptcd chiefly in cleaning up. white 
washing, etc. There was also a clean

States should take the mosl 
selfish interest in prepared- 
ness? Not the Atlantic coast, 


facing the armaments of all Europe; 
not the Pacific coast, exposed between 
the -walls of the Kockies and Asia—but 
the middle west. 


The great war proves that proziinity 


to the firing line does not imply rnoro 
suffering than distance from it. One 
of its clearest lessons for us is that 
in case of an invasion of the United 
States by a foreign power or any com- 
bination of foreign powers tbe Missis 
sippi valley would be the hardest hir 
of any portion of the country. 


Only the regions occupied by the in- 


vader fcnd where the fighting actually 
took place would suffer more distress 
In heart and pocket than the west 


The farms of the west produce some 


of our sturdiest sons. They would go 
into battle with all the courage of the 
Iron brigade in the civil war. Mourn- 
ing among wives and mothers would 
be no less common on the banks of the 
Missouri than the banks of the Hud- 
son. 
The men who would die in de- 


fense of rhe country would come from 
all sections, and from the taxpayers 


is something too startling ab-;iu tin- 
thought to re'/five the c-;x;clen<:e of the 
average citizen when he sits down to 
bis griddle cakurf in the morning. 


But the imaginative thing* I lie fie- 


tion writers have been portraying us 
happening with the invasion would not 
take place. The skyscrapers of Xew 
York will never tumble under seven- 
teen inch shells of the enemy's guns. 
nor is1 an enemy army likely to march 
on Chicago. 


No Use Bombarding New York. 


There would be no use in bombard- 


ing New York. The enemy would not 
waste shells in that way. 
He had 


rather take half the value of the sky- 
scrapers in gold out of the snbtreasury 
and in "promises to pay." The Ger- 
mans did not need to bombard Brus- 
sels. They had to throw only a few 
shells into Antwerp. They marched in.

York. 


To destroy New York would be like 


killing the goose that laid the golden 
egg.

ment.

'Why should the enemy march 
to Chicago? 


And what could Chicago do?

the coast cities fall Chicago falls. 
To 


prolong the struggle would mean only 
more destmction and more cost. We 
should pay vast indemnities for peace, 
and where, oh. where would be the 
Monroe doctrine? 
Ask the enemy's 


staff quartered in the Pun-America:', 
building in Washington. 


"More wolf cry," you say. "This is 


as bad as the r.:otion pictures and tho 
fiction alarmists." 
Perhaps. 
I have 


nothing to do with that. 
I am only 


trying to deal with military evidence- 
I do not know that America will ever 
go to war. After wbat I have seea 
in this and other wars I think that war 
is the most silly and wasteful business 
as well as the most useless kind ot 
murder in which human nature in- 
dulges. But this feeling on the part 
of many people does not prevent tbe- 
existence 
of 
the 
great 
European, 


armies. 
There are somewhere be- 


tween 80.000 and 100,000 guns and 20.- 
000,000 men on the continent of Eu- 
rope engaged in slaughter, and they 
represent the kind of power -which cart 
be resisted only with its own kind. 


Capture New York In Three Months. 
Germany, with a free hand, for ex- 


ample, could take Xew York in three- 
months, if not in two, once the sea 
was clear. If our navy fought it would- 
be beaten unless our light cruisers can. 
fight battle cruisers and our efficiency- 
is as two to one against the Qermsr- 
navy. Perhaps it is. If so. the opin- 
ion is not held by any military observ- 
ers or toy our own officers. 


But bow would the Germans ever 


reach us across the great Atlantic 
ocean?
